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SUMMARY. THE LARGEST NATIONAL DAY TURNOUT SINCE 1971 OF SECOND 
ECHELON LEADERS REVEALED A NUMBER OF REHABILITEES, INCLUDING 
FORMER FIGURES IN THE PROPAGANDA AND MILITARY FIELDS. NATIONAL 
PEOPLE'S CONGRESS AND CHINESE PEOPLE'S POLITICAL CONSULTATIVE 
CONFERENCE OFFICIAL WERE MUCH IN EVIDENCE, INDICATING CONTINUED 
PREPARATIONS FOR HIGH LEVEL MEETINGS. PROVINCIAL REPORTS INDICATE 
THAT THE BIRTH CONTROL CAMPAIGN CONTINUES AND THAT GRATER EFFORTS 
ARE BEING URGED BUT IMPLEMENTATION DETAILS ARE SPARSE. IN THE 
CURRENT MIDDLE EAST CRISIS PEKING VERBALLY IS STRONGLY BACKING THE 
ARAB CAUSE BUT DOES NOT SEEM TO ANTICIPATE MAJOR ARAB GAINS IN 
RECOVERING TERRITORY. NCNA HAS ANNOUNCED SECRETARY KISSINGER'S 
FORTHCOMING VISIT AND MEDIA COVERAGE OF A JOINT SCIENTIFIC 
RESEARCH PROJECT INVOLVING A VISITING CHINESE- AMERICAN PROFESSOR 
AND A CHINESE SCIENTIST APPEARS TO STRESS THE VALUE OF SINO- 
AMERICAN CULTURAL EXCHANGES. END SUMMARY. 

1. WRAP UP OF OCTOBER 1 LEADERSHIP APPEARANCES 
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THE TURNOUT ON NATIONAL DAY OF SECOND ECHELON PRC LEADERS AND 
PERSONAGES QWAS THE LARGEST REPORTED FOR SUCH AN OCCASION SINCE THE 
FALL OF LIN PIAO. OFFICIALS OF THE NATIONAL PEOPLE'S CONGRESS 
AND THE CHINESE PEOPLE'S POLITICAL CONSULTATIVE CONFERENCE WERE 
OUT IN FORCE, INDICATING PREPARATIONS FOR HIGH LEVEL MEETINGS. 

TWO FORMER DEPUTY PROPAGANDA CHIEFS WERE AMONG THE NOTABLE 
REHABILITEES ON THE OCCASION: FORMER LU TING-YI SIDE HU SHENG, 

AND ONE-TIME TAO CHU ASSOCIATE HSIUNG FU. ON THE MILITARY SIDE, 
DEFENSE VICE MINISTER SU YU'S APPEARANCE WITH STATE COUNCIL 
MINISTERS PUTS HIM AMONGHQHE CANDIDATES FOR DEFENSE MIN OR 
CHIEF OF STAFF. LOWER DOWN, FORMER DEPUTY CHIEF OF STAFF CHANG 
AI-PING REAPPEARED AND WAS LISTED WITH A GROUP REFERRED TO AS 
"COMRADES"-PRESUMABLY MEANING POLITICALLY OK BUT WITHOUT POSTS. 
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2. THREE POLITICAL FIGURES EROM SOUTHWEST CHINA APPEARED IN 
PEKING, SUGGESTING CONSULTATIONS ON THAT REGION'S TROUBLES. IN 
THIS CONNECTION, ANHWEI'S PRE-CULTURAL REVOLUTION BOSS LI PAO-HUA 
SUREACED IN KWEICHOW, WHERE HE HED THE TURNOUT. HE MAY REPLACE 
PURGED KWEICHOW CHIEF LAN I-NUNG (HONG KONG 10005). ELSEWHERE, 

THE REHABILITATED CHEN TSAI-TAO TURNED UP AT THE HEAD OF A 
FOOCHOW MILITARY REGION DELEGATION ATTENDING KIANGSI'S NATIONAL 
DAY EVENTS. HE IS PROBABLY ON A TROUBLE-SHOOTING MISSION IN THIS 
POLITICALLY UNSETTLED PROVINCE.

NEW POLITBURO MEMBERS CHEN YUNG-KUEI AND HUA KUO-FENG CONTINUE

THEIR PRIMEAREA OE RESPONSIBILITY. CHEN, PEASANT HERO OF THE 
NATIONAL AGRICULTURAL MODEL AT TACHAI, HAS BEEN IN KANSU GIVING

RELIANCE AND PERSEVERANCE AGAINST HARD NATURAL CONDITIONS. HUA

(TSINAN RADIO OCTOBER 7) REPORTED CONEERENCES ON THE SUBJECT. 

BOTH MEETINGS CLAIMED RECENT PROGRESS IN REDUCING POPULATION 
GROWTH THROUGH LATE MARRIAGE AND PLANNED BIRTHS, BUT CALLED EOR 
EURTHER EFEORTS AND MAPPED OUT NEW PLANS. IMPLEMENTATION OE 
POLICY AND MEASURES WAS URGED, BUT NO DETAILS OE WHAT THESE 
INVOLVE WERE GIVEN. NOTHING WAS SAID TO INDICATE THE USE OE 
STRONGER SANCTIONS AS REPORTED BY TRAVELERS. WE CONTINUE TO HEAR

ITS READERS THE VALUE TO CHINA AND THE WORLD OF SINO- AMERICAN

IN ADDITION TO CHIAO KUAN-HUA'S UNGA DENUNCIATION OF THE SOVIET 
PROPOSAL ON REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS, EPKING MEDIA CARRIED 
VARIOUS ARTCILES CITING NEGATIVE FOREIGN COMMENT. A LONG CNNA 
CORRESPONDENT ARTICLE OF OCTOBER 4 DESCRIBED THE REDUCTION PROPOSAL 
AS A REPETITION OF THE "SHAM DISARMAMENT TRICK PLAYED BY KHRUSHCHEV 
AND THE OLD CZARS." THE PROPOSAL, HE SAID, " WAS A BIG FRAUD" 

AIMED TO COVER UP SOVIET ARMS EXPANSION AND ITS "PENETRATION" IN 
THE THIRD WORLD. ANOTHER ARTICLE OF OCTOBER 7 MARSHALLED ARGUMENTS 
TO SHOW THAT THE USSR WAS AN IMPERIALIST SUPERPOWER. AMONG OTHER 
THINGS, THE ARTICLE CHARGED THAT THE SOVIETS HAD SENT TROOPS TO 
OCCUPYSMONGOLIA,"POSING A THREAT TO CHINA AND OTHER ASIAN 
COUNTRIES." COINING A NEW PHRASE, "RUSSIAN SOCIAL COLONIALISTS," 

THE ARTICLE CONCLUDED THAT MOSCOW HAD PLACED ITSELF "ON A PAR 
WITH US IMPERIALISM AS AN IMPERIALIST AND SUPERPOWER." 

MEANWHILE, NCNA OCTOBER 4 CARRIED THE GREETING ON PRC NATIONAL 
BAY FROM THE PRESIDUM OF THE SUPREME SOVIET OF THE USSR TO 
"THE CHINESE PEOPLE." THE MESSAGE REITERATED THAT THE SOVIET 
UNION DESIRED THE RESTORATION OF NEIGHBORLY RELATIONS.

A PROTOCOL ON CHINA'S GRATUITOUS SUPPLY OF MILITARY EQUIPMENT AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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MATERIAL TO THE DRV IN 1974 WAS SIGNED IN PEKING ON OCTOBER 5. 

THE PROTOCOL WAS SIGNED BY THE DRV AMBASSADOR TO CHINA AND BY LI TA, 
DEPUTY CHIEF OF STAFF OF THE PLA. THE ORIGINAL AID AGREEMENT FOR 
1974 WAS SIGNED IN JUNE AT THE TIME OF THE VISIT OF LE DUAN AND 
PHAM VAN DONG TO PEKING. AT THAT TIME PEKING EMPHASIZED THE 
ECONOMIC AND RECONSTRUCTION ASPECTS OF THE AGREEMENT. IN KEEPING 
WITH THIS POSTURE, THE CHINESE GAVE LOW KEY TREATMENT TO THE 
OCTOBER 5 SIGNING OF THE MIT, IT ARY PROTOCOL. HSU HIANG-CHIEN, 

VICE CHAIRMAN OF THE MILITARY COMMISSION OF THE CCP CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE, WAS THE HIGHEST RANKING CHINESE PRESENT AT THE CEREMONY 

1 1 . PEKING MEDIA HAVE CONTINUED TO CARRY EXCERPTS OF VARIOUS 
VIETNAM COMMUNIST STATEMENTS CHARGING US AND SAIGON 
VIOLATIONS OF THE PARIS AGREEMENT. NCNA, OCTOBER 5, REPORTED THE 
DRV FOREIGN MINISTRY'S PROTEST NOTE OF OCTOBER 2 ADDRESSED TO THE 
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MINISTRIES OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF THE COUNTRIES WHICH HAD 
PARTICIPATED IN THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE ON VIETNAM, INCLUDING 
THE PRC. NCNA LIKEWISE CARRIED EXCERPTS OF A SIMILAR NOTE FROM 
THE PRG FOREIGN MINISTRY. PEKING MEDIA HAVE CARRIED NO REPORTS OF 
AN OFFICIAL PRC RESPONSE TO THESE NOTES. THE OFFICIAL CHINESE 
VIEW OF THE VIETNAM SITUATION WAS REFLECTED IN CHIAO KUAN-HUA'S 
OCTOBER 2 UNGA SPEECH IN WHICH HE DESCRIBED THE WAR IN VIETNAM 
AND LAOS AS HAVING BEEN ENDED AND DID NOT MENTION ANY ALLEGED

VICE FOREIGN MINISTER CHIAO KUAN-HUA'S OCTOBER 2 UNGA SPEECH 
WAS DEVOTED PRIMARILY TO DISCOUNTING US-SOVIET DETENTE AND TO 
COUNTERING MOSCOW'S DISARMAMENT MOVES WITH A BLISTERING DENUNCIATION 
OF SOVIET INTENTIONS. CHIAO AGAIN INDICATED THAT OPPOSITION TO 
THE SUPERPOWERS PROVIDED THE FRAMEWORK OF CHINA'S DIPLOMACY BUT 
THAT WITHIN THIS STRUCTURE THE FOCUS WAS ON UNDERMINING THE 
POSITION F THE USSR WHETHER IN THE THIRD WORLD OR THE SECOND 
INTERMEDIATE ZONE OF EUROPE AND JAPAN (HONG KONG 10070). NCNA, 

OCTOBERS, REPORTED THAT CHIAO'S SPEECH HAD AROUSED ENTHUSIASTIC 
RESPONSE IN THE GA, PARTCULARLY AMONG REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
THIRD WORLD. IT REPORTED THAT WHEN THE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE 
MOUNTED THE ROSTRUM TO GIVE HIS REPLY MORE THAN 80 PERCENT OF THE

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13. JAPAN 

CHINESE MEDIA HAVE REPORTED PRIME MINISTER TANAKA'S VISIT TO 
PARIS, LONDON, AND BONN WITHOUT ACCOMPANYING COMMENTARY. 

SELECTED QUOTES FROM THE COMMUNIQUES ISSIED AFTER EACH STOP, 

HOWEVER, HAVE EMPHASIZED THE IMPORTANCE OF COOPERATION BETWEEN 
JAPAN, WESTERN EUROPE, AND THE US. THE CHINESE HAVE NOT AS YET 
REPORTED TANAKA'S CURRENT VISIT TO MOSCOW. NCNA ON OCTOBER 2 AND 
6 REPORTED JAPANESE PROTESTS AGAINST THE HOME PORTING OF THE US 
AIRCRAFT CARRIER "MIDWAY " AT YOKOSUKA. PEKING APPARENTLY FEELS 
IT CANNOT ENTIRELY IGNORE THIS KIND OF JAPANESE LEFTIST PROTEST 
MOVEMENT AND THE SECOND ARTICLE NOTED THAT THE PROTE TERS 
BELIEVED THE ARRIVAL OF THE SHIP WAS "IN VIOLATION OF JAPAN'S

CHOU EN-LAI MET ON OCTOBER 6 WITH HSU I-CHIAO AND HIS WIEE. HE

GOVERNMENT MISSION IN JAPAN.” THEY HAD COME EOR NATIONAL DAY 
CELEBRATIONS AND TO VISIT RELATIVES IN CHINA. THE TABLE TENNIS 
DELEGATION OE TAIWANESE LIVING IN JAPAN AND THE US LEFT 
CHINA OCTOBER 6 ALTER AN EXTENDED TRIP EOLLOWING THE TRI-CONTIN- 
ENTAL TABLE TENNIS MEET. THEY HAD BEEN TREATED TO FREQUENT BANQUESTS, 
EXTENSIVE MEDIA COVERAGE, AND REGULAR EXHORTATIONS ON THE IMPORTANCE
